Beloved breather in the gospel- 

1 hope that these few lines will find yeu 
aad your family well and comfortable, hay- 
ing arnved at the end of your journey; and 
deubtless, the rests sweet unto you, for it 
was a journey, in my opinion, unparallelled 
ain the story of the world; if any man ever 
stood in need of the patience of Job, surely 
you stood im need of seven fold as much, and 
that owing to the :mperfections of some of 
the company you led, and who had the privi- 
lege of being the first fruits of the saints from 
Wales, to the place where, I would esteem 
travelling ten thousand miles, but as nought 
to obtain an mheritance therein. 

Your son William, has not yet attained to 
the faith of his father, for I haye feared much, 
and thousands besides me have feared much, 
while anxiously expecting some tidings of 
the arrival of our beloved .ex-prerident in 
Zion [sometimes thought thet the unfath- 
fulness of those whom you benefited so much, 
had eqused their faithful servant, at last, to 
rather rest m the embraces of the grave, and 
his spirit to soar beyond the veilto his old 
frends, Joseph and Hyrum, to mingle with 
the prophets, apostles, and sasts of Jesus 
But behold, when nearly tesparing, to our 
great joy, I received aletter at St. Malo, 
from my wife in Wales, stating that our be- 
loved brother was yet ahve, and that we may 
yet hope to enjey his eweet society e'er wa 
die. This news caused thousands, in Wales, 
luke myself, to thank the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Wa rejoiced much, 
also, to learn that your dear wife and child 
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had reached you safe, great was her faith 
and reaolulion. Our fervent prayer is, that 
He will cbandantly bless you, both tempo- 
rally and apimtually, according to the riches 
of his grace in Christ Jesus: Amen. 

You are aware that the saintsin Wales 
have had an abundance of proofs of your tes- 
fimonres, that every word is fulfilled, and yet 
which of us fully realized your last testimo- 
ny before its fulfilment; which was, thatthe 
yictory which we had already achieved over 
the gates of hell, through your wisdom and 
perseverance would be stil more successful 
under the admimstration of the brave heroes 
whom you appointed to preside! under our 
worthy brother Philips. And yet the Lord 
has proven every jot of this testimony true, 
beyond successful contradiction. From Car- 
ùi? to Holyhead, the Zion of our God is dai- 
ly stretching the strings of her habitation and 
she that was left, is muluplying her sons and 
her daughters more exceedingly than at first 
And the cry is—“haste, haste, for we have 
here no #bidinz place, but behold! that 1s in 
< west, m the valley cf the mountains, in the 
sides of the north,” thence is our res 
place. Great is the sound thatis thundenng 
through Wales these days! Zions hunters— 
Zions fishermen—Zions plouchmen—Zions 
quarrymen—Zions miners—Zions warfare, 
together, with the wonderful success of Zi- 
ons cause in every thing that we lay our 
hands to do, in every place, is the universal 
topic throughout the prime:pahty. Blessing 
is our employment, and this occupies our 
time, so that we have no tme to listen to, 
much less to reply to, the revilings and 
persecutions of our enemies; but we have 
the conqueror, who marches so successfully, 
on the scarlet colored horse, whose deadly 
arrow is generally called, ‘Cholera Morbus, 
to d> that for us. The arrows of his quiver 
deal out deadly poison to our enemies, as 
they sneak out of their mdg places, to bark 
at Zions sons, some by lewd songs, such as 
that woman et Aberdare & co.; others falsely 
viliffing, through press or pulp.t, or both, 
auth as the Rev. W. R. Davies, cf Dowlais 
ete , all of whom have been, e're this, swept 
by it tothe doleful prisons of the world of 
spirits, and their polluted tabernacles, a fit 
prey tothe worms of the dust to-diy In 
the little village of Aberdare, nearly one 
hundred of our enemies were hurried off of 
the stage of action ım one month by it Up- 
wards of fifty were burnt to death in a coal 
pit in thet vicinity, wh» had become gospel 
hardened, whereas, the only saint that was 
amongst them, escaped without a hair of his 
head being singed, for all that we know 

It would be too tedious to particularise a- 
bout the mal.itudes of new brethren, which 
vou have, ¢’re this, in almost every town, 
village, and neighborhood, in Wales, all of 
whom, anxiously desire to see the day dawn 
when they shall enjoy the society, and hear 
the teachings of him who they love, but hive 
not seen, and read his works, notwithstand- 
ing ail the evil reports of him by enemies, 
yz our keloved brother Jones. 

It is nearly three months sunce I leffwife, 
children, atore, Wales, and lastly, though by 
nos.enrs lexst, my brethren and sisters in 
Christ, taewl, in the same vessel as dear 
brother Jones sailed in, but alas! the ‘needle’ 
of my compus pomted nat towards Zion 
now, butte France Iwill not enumerate 
the tenth pest cf the difficulties, the persecu- 
tiona, and the cbstacles wh.ch the evil one 


putin my way during the first few months 
after my arrival here, neither is he disconra- 
ged yet. He was bad enough in Wales, but 
worse here, because the laws of the land fa- 
vor the persecutors here. I rejoice, to say 
to-day, that notwithstanding the gnashing 
of teeth, shaking of fists in my face, threat- 
ened mmprsonment,and shouting ‘false proph- 
et, beast, antichrist, &c,’ after me; the devil 
failed to discourage thot bold spirit which 
waa imparted unto me, through the laying 
onof your hands, and, when draged near 
unto a prison, I rejoiced in the prospect of 
enjoying lodgings in a place similar to where 
my beloved Jesus, lus apostles, Joseph, Ay 
rum, Jones, and others, of the noble host had 
been in before me. The Protestant Clergy, 
and the Catholic Priests, united ther strength 
to oppose the heavenly mission sent unto 
them: yet [ have sown the seed rather suc- 
cessfully hitherto; miy our heavenly Father 
cause it to bring forth fruit. 

I have distributed several hundred tracts 
in the various towns and villages, both to 
the rich and the poor, in French and in Eng- 
lish. Inthe town of Havre, alone, I have 
distributed over one thousand tracts to the 
mhbitants in Jess than one month. I bap- 
haed one man there, who is conversant in the 
English, French, [tahan, Spanish, and Cre- 
ole tongues, A lady of the name of “A, 
Browse, has mven me her name to emigrate 
with the first company who will go towards 
Zion, she livesin St Malo, Another Indy, 
oe whose mansion I have had the honor cf 

muting tea some dozen times e'er this,) as- 
sured me that she would see the city of Zion, 
in the valley of the Salt Lake. 

I beheve you will deem the following ad- 
yertisement as “pierre precious a flewron,” 
viz ageminaodiamem. [A copy of which 
I sent to Wales.] 

Opening of Ebenezer Meeting House, of 
the Latter Day Saints, at St. Servan, Britany, 
France, Sept. 23, 1849. 

Dear brethren, Wm Phillips, J. Davies, 
my fellow officers, and all of the saints, you 
will oll, doubtless, rejoice to learn that I have 
procured a convemtent place to preach the 
everlasting gospel, at St. Servan, to be the 
power of Ged to all that believeth and will 
obey 1ts requirements, both ta the Frensch, 
Britons, and English, who reside here, 

This is a testimony to all the saints, that 
He, who said “ask, &c ,” has responded to 
their prayers in my behalf from the Hea- 
yens. Z 

The audience was not very great in the 
forenoon, butin the evening, the scene was 
charming to heaven and to myself. There 
was not any of the sectarian reverends pres- 
ent, to skow the eloquence or rhetone of a 
eolleg? education, but there appeared be- 
fore them a little Mormon from Wales, who 
hid a testimony in his‘heart that the spirit of 
God had committed unto him same ensign- 
ment, in connection with, “les prermers pnn- 
cipes du christianisme.” I had neither a 
brother, nor a ‘jack,’ (2 title given by the re- 
verends to the preachers junior,) to open the 
g>rvice for me, but I did that myself, and I 
ean say*that [vas assisted to pray and preach 
by the sp rit of God 

At half past 10 o'clock, a.m., Mr. False- 
prophet, viz Antichrist, (titles giyen me by 
the reverends, &c } preached from Matth. 
xxiv. 14, (thence follows the text in French, 
which [ here omit for brevity,) I hid a very 
attentive audience throughout, and received

their thanks at the close, when all jomed with 
me in singing “prase God from whom all 
blessings flow, &c ” - 

The evening meeting commenced at 6 o- 
clock, and,although I had no choir of singers, 
to charm the ears of my congregation, yet all 
joined me in singing, ‘Guide us O thou 
Great Jehovah, &c ” I explained to them 
the spiritual part of the kingdom of God, af 
ter the close of which, a Mr, Hall, church 
man, spent half'an hour with me, and when 
parting took me by the hand with a Wesh 
mans grip, and promised to see me again and 
enquire more fully into the subjects he heard 
of. One of the nobility of St. Malo, has giv. 
en me his name to emigrate with the first 
company to Zion. A lady of this place told 
me also, that she would see the city of Zion 
in the sides of the north. I baptised a rick 
lady at 2p.m Sept. 30. 

Mis satanic majesty is much enraged be- 
cause I have opened oa place to preach here, 
he threatens, through his religious servants 
to put meinto the black hole Oneof hu 
servants, who isin connection with a brewe 
ry, prohibited any one in his employ going to 
a meeting of the saints any more, because, 
saudhe, they are prohibited from settings 
foot on the companies premises Since the 
protestants are so rigid in their prolibitions, 
we may expect that the Catholic priests are 
not less zealous to oppose the cause of Christ, 
but He who is in the heavens will laugh, He 
willmock them when calamity overwhelm 
them, and his will, will be done, saith God, 
and I say, amen.

Richards, dated, 15 Wilton strect, Liverpcol, 
August 2, 1859, to his wife in this city: 

It Lighted up a great fire of joy in my be 
som. to read of the organization of the Un- 
versity, and when I contemplate the onward 
progress of the kingdom of God, and its rising 
influence in the earth, together with my su- 
perficial acquaintance with the general bran- 
ches of science necessary to commend aman 
to the learned, Oh how I would be glad to 
spend a winle in study. The more my sphere 
of influbnce 13 extended, the more I feel my 
ignorance, but the few truths 1 have acquired 
of the knowledge of God, are first clase 
truths, andif I increase in the acquistion 
of these, perhaps, I may the readier obtain 
these which are of a lower order. 

When I received the item of news, calling 
brother Pratt home, and appointing me to 
take the presidency, I was quite astonished, 
but I feel the strength of the Lord resting 
upon me of late, so that I am much strength 
entl in my faith, that what He has promised 
he is able and willing to perform. Truly the 
church have laid responsibility upon me, ss 
though they thought I was able to bear it,and 
in fact, this confidence thus manifested to- 
wards me, doce contribute might:ty to my% 
bility in discharging those responsibihtes;— 
but when I centemphte the vigor with which 
the werk is rolling forth, and tht it is ap- 
pointed to be cut short ın righteousneds, I 
pray earnestly that my capacity may be ex- 
tended in proportion, as the number and im- 
portance of my duties increase, and surely 
those who are one with me in the c>venant, 
are not disinterested in these desires being 
granted. I never felt myself more unreseF , 
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vedly subservient to the work -° God, or

Restoring anD Preservine 
Sicat.—A friend who had read 
the following valuable item of in- 
formation, but who had forgotten 
which way to ‘rub his eyes,’ for 
loss of sight by age, requested us 
to publish the process.

For Near Sicntepnrss.—Close 
the eyes and press the fingers gen- 
tly, from the nose outward, across 
the eyes.

This should 
be done severel times a day till 
the short sightedness is overcome. 

For the loss of sight by age, 
such as require magnifying glass- 
es, pass the fingeis or towel from 
the outer corner of the eves in- 
wardly, above and below the sye- 
balls,pressing gently against them.

Scores and hundreds of the early settlers 
af ths mountain city have voluntarily left 
their peaceful homes, which they had enjoy- 
ed but a few months, or at most a year or 
two, and gone to new places, opened new 
farms, created new settlements, and labored 
night and day to increase the products ofthe 
eatth, and the comforts of life, for the suste- 
nance of those thousands‘who are preparing 
to emigrate hither to enjoy them; and even 
now, in the midst of winter, our streets are 
daly whitened by the canyassed wagons that 
are moving forward to unite in establishing 
an agricultural out-post at Iron County, [Lit- 
tle Salt Lake] under the direetion of their 
‘worthy and persevering president George A. 
Saath. t

this band of pioneer settler; who have left 
their pleasant homes at this inclement season, 
will be able to prove that the internal nature 
of the county corresponds with its new name, 
and that from thence they will draw resour- 
ces whereby a highway may speedily be cast 
up in the desert, over which the thousands 
and tens of thousands who are now waiting,

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 

The Pennsylvania papers, par- 
ticularly those from Schuylkill co. 
continue to bring us the most dis- 
tressing accounts of the less of life 
and property by the late flood.— 
The rise of the water was so sud- 
den that many families were swept 
off by the flood. More than fifty 
lives between Philadelphia and 


Berwick, Columbia county, have 
been sacrificed by this catastrophe, 
At Reading eleven lives were lost, 
The number of buildings destroy- 
ed at Reading were one hundred 
and nine. ‘The aggregate loss at 
Reading 1s five hundred thousand 
dollars. At Tamaqua thirty-one 
persons were drowned. 

At Berwick, Columbia county, 
twenty-one persons lost their lives, 
Two houses at Nescopeck Forge, 
containing about twenty persons, 
were swept half a mile’ down the 
creek; only two men were saved, 
The house lodged among some 
trees and was dashed to pieces. 


Wu. L. Macxewzie, of the Pat- 
riot revolution party of 1837, has 
been allowed by the county coun- 
cil at York, Canada West, his 
claim of $1,172, being in full of 
his wages, with interest, as mem- 
ber of parliament for that county 
in 1832, when he was five times 
elected and as often expelled by 
the tory majority. He could not 

raw his pay at the time because 
the speaker would not sign his 
warrant, but he is now paid exact- 
ly as if he had served through the 
session.—[N. Y. Tribune. 


AMERICAN Tra.—The tea grown 
here turns out far more highly 
and delicious flavored than that 
imported, being in all respects like 
that drank by the wealthy in Chi- 
na, the grand difference between 
the American grown and the im- 
ported, being in the loss of flavor 
occasioned by the sea voyage.— 
Latitude thirty-four north, in Al- 
bama, Georgia, and North Caroli- 
na, proves better suited for the 
cultivation of the plant than any 

, other region. Dr. Davis of South - 
Carolina, who originated the ex- 
periment, is already realizing hand: 
somely by the sale of ns young 
trees, which are eagerly bought 
up at any price by southern agri- 
culturalists. i : 

There are persons yet living

Obserying 
men in the south who know the 
history of the cotton raising busi- 
ness of this country are generally 
of opinion that tea growing is a- 
bout to become quite as important 
to us, in even less time than it has 
taken us to become the great cot- 
-ton growing country of the world. 
The character of soil and climate 
adapted to the growth of the tea 
plant, are not such as to make it 
interfere at all with the production 
„of cotton; tea lands and cotton 
lands—those which produce these 
plants best, being as different in 
all-their attributes as they well can

BOILING BUTTER. 

A physician who has travelled 
through Switzerland, - describes a 
process of preserving butter as a- 
dopted in that country, and which 
he states to be far better than the 
English way of salting. The 
process is as follows. 

Into aclean copper pam (better, 
no doubt, tinned) put any quantity 
of butter, say twenty to forty lbs., 
and place it over a gentle fire, so 
that ıt may melt slowly, and let 
the heat be so graduated that the 
melted mass does not come to boil 
in less than two hours. During 
all this tıme the butter must be 
frequently stirred, say once in five 
or ten minutes, so that the whole 
may be thoroughly intermixed, 
and the top and bottom change 
places from time to time. When 
the melted mass boils, the fire is 
to be so regulated as to keep the 
butter at a gentle boil, for about 
two hours more, the stirring being 
continued, but not necessarily so 
frequent as before. The vessel is 
then to be removed from the fire 
and set aside to cool and settle 
still gradually; this process of 
cooling 1s supposed also to require 
The melted 
mass 1S then while still liquid, to 
be carefully poured into- a jar, in 
which ıt is to be kept. In the 
process of cooling, there is depos- 
ited a whitish cheesy sediment, 
proportioned to the quantity of 
butter, which isto be carefully 
|prevented from intermixing with 
the preserved butter. The cause- 


ous grounds: are very. palatable a and 
nutritious, and are ‘constantly used 
as food. Butter so prepared ‘will 
last for years perfectly good, with- 
out any particular precaution being 
‘taken to keep. it from the air, ol 
without the slightest addition af 
salt.—[Mass. Ploughmaa._ 


FIRE-PROOF CORDAGE, 

To a commercial city hke New 
York, the discovery of any pro- 
cess which, by improving machi- 
nery, makes life more secure and 
the transportation of -merchandise 
less hazardous, must be regarded 
with interest, and not only this, 
but be adopted the instant its mer- 
its shall be made apparent. Such 
a discovery has been made, we 
think, by Professor J. H. Johnson, 
now 1n this city, en route for Ey- 
tope. Professor Johnson now of- 
fers to the test of the. commercial 
interests of the world specimens of 
cordage and wood which are in- 
combustible ; not only utterly im- 
pervious to any and all degrees of 
heat for any length of time, but 
cordage and wood whose structure 
will remam firm as long as the iron 
that enters into the composition of 
ships and fire-proof safes. 

The terrible wrecks of the Lex- 
ington, the Atlantic, the -Gnffith, 
and the thousand . other accidents 
where valuable lives have beer 


-wasted from inefficient, because 


perishable steering apparatus, and 
the untold losses of papers from 
fire, when their possessors depend 
upon “safes,” admonish every one 
of the value and the interest felt 
in the success of such a discovery 
‘as the one now challenging the 
closest scrutiny. Measures have 
been taken to secure the benefits 
of this invention to its author, and 
we shall attempt to give some idea 
of the process. 

We may briefly say that the 
vegetable matter, whether of wood, 
hemp, or cotton, is first submitted 
to a process Which has the same 
effect upon it as is produced upon 
wood in a charcoal pit, by cover- 
ing it fom the atmosphere while 
burning. This process of abstract-

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ing from vegetable fibre the ele- 
ment producing combustion so 
freely, is very simple and cheap; 
but the inventor does not stop with 
simply reducing the elements for 
combustion, but by another and 
equally beautiful process, charges 
the fibre with elements that are 
utterly opposed tó combustion; a 
substance as impenetrable to fire 
as iron, and at an expense which 
will allow its application as well 
to the coarsest catton bagging as 
to the wheel-rope, upon which so 
often depend a thousand lives. 

No one who has witnessed the 
ravages of fire can examine the 
material and not feel that a reme- 
dy has been found, which if it 
cannot place us in complete con- 
trol of fire, will enable us to check 
its course, when, by fastening up- 
on the dresses of our families and 
the cordage of our ships, it may 
rob us of all we hold dear. By 
this process every fathom of cord- 
age and every yard of fabric from 
our looms can be made fire-proof, 
at a cost so trifling as to be almost 
below computation. As a substi- 
tute for iron rudder-chains, which 
are 0 inconvenient, and which 
steamboats refuse to adopt, this is 
all that could be wished, and must 
for that purpose be universally 
used. Upon wood, for safes, its 
effects are almost fabulous, and 
the fact will hardly be credited. 
that a small turned box, filled with 
papers, stood the test of seven 
hours’ fire in a safe, the iron of 
which was either melted or burn- 
ed out, leaving the wood as bright 
and the papers as clean as when 
they came from the turner’s and 
the printer’s hands.—[N. Y. Mor- 
ning Express.

MANDINGO” INDIANS. 
Very Interesting Intelhgence from the Isth- 
mus of Panama 
Gorcowa, April 24, 1849 

Jamrs Gonpon Bennet, Esq — 

Were I am, m excellent company I fell 
m with Col Hughes, engineer-in-cluef of the 
Panama railroad, a few days smece Iam, by 
his kindness, to accompany his party on an 
expedition to Mandingo Bay, Isthmus of Pan- 
ama For the localities I must refer you to 
the map, which will save me the trouble of 
describing places : 

In the company are Wm H Sidell, Esq — 
he 13 the chef engineer of the Panama divis- 
ion; Wm. Noms, Esq, who 15 chef engi- 
neer of the Chagres division, and Dr M B 
Halstead, surgeon and naturalist 

I will give you some account of their sei- 
entific proceedings 

Col. Hughes, among his numerous investi- 
gations as to the various routes from the Pa- 
cific to the Atlantic, obtained information of 
the existence of a route through the Domim- 
go country, which was represented as having 
only eight mies of land carriage Upon ob- 
tamng this information, he decided to pro- 
ceed and examine this rouie’in person Åc- 
cordingly, onthe 19th of Aprl, we left the 
harbor of Chagres m the steamer Orus, Cap- 
tun Tucker, whose skill as a navigator, and 
his attentive ctvilities to the patty, will long 
be held in pleasant remembrance Col 
Hughes, taking advantage of ths good op- 
portumty, ordered the steamer to course 
around the shores of Lemon Bay, which 1s 
situated some six miles from Chagres, ina 
northeasterly direction, This noble bay 1s 
about four miles wide at ifs cntrance, and 
about three miles im length On the eastern 
ade the island of Mangamlla is situa‘ed, con- 
taining about 900 acres of high and dry land, 
twelve feet above high tide, affording m ad- 


separates 1t from the main land. On its eas- 
tern side, the sheet of water which divides it 
from the main land as about halfa mile in 
width, from three to five fathoms deep Thue 
surrounded by sca, and open to every breese, 
it cannot be otherwise than healthy Col 

Hughes having previously selected pomt Cc- 
co Solo im this bay as the Atlantic terminus 
of his railroad, was well pleased to And that 
the formation he had gathered at home, on 
which he had based his onmnal imstructions 
to lis engineers, was correct m every parbc- 
ular 

He found here an admirable terminus, a- 
safe harbor, of sufficient capacity to contan 
300 sail, the best anchorage, with a depth of 
water from five to seven fathoms in the cen- 
tre, and from two to three fathoms in some 
places within ten feet of the shore This 
splendid harbor 1equires no breakwater. It 
can be entered with safety many wind. This 
isthe opmion of Capt ‘Tucker, and also of 
other experienced navigators. 

After leaving Pemt Coco Solo, we shaped 
our course to Porto Bello, meeting with some 
turtle fishermen on the beach of Margaritta 
Island, ther nets expanded, and numerous 
decoy turtles (made of wood to represent the 
female,) floating a few inches under water. 
Green turtles are not so abundantas last year, 
nearly every fisherman having forsaken his 
calling to become a boatman or camer upan 
the Chagres river, in consequence of the tre- 
bly advanced prices for labor, induced by the 
influa of California emigrants ` 

The coast, from Lunar Bay to Porto Bello 
is highly picturesque, the lofty summits of 
the Cordilleras—the boundary of the two 
oceans—prceclam the grandeur of their cre- 
aton — 

“Here, hills on hills in solemn grandeur rise, 

Rocks, rich in gems, and mountams big with 
mines, 

Whence many a bursting stream aunferors 
plays ” 

Farly an the afternoon we arrived at the 
old Spanish city of Porto Bello Captain 
Tucker had decorated his ship with flags on 
every mast, and upon rounding to, fired a 
slute All the vessels in the harbox display- 
ed thor colors, among which were several of 
the New Granadan flag The imbabitants 
crowded the ramparts and hills, and we were 
soon assured of a hearty welcome 

The object of Col Hughes’ visit to this 
city was to examine mto the ments ofa route 
to Panama, which had been peculiarly extol- 
led by the governor of Porto Bello, and 1t re- 
sulted in the appomtment of an assistant en- 
gimecr, John May, Esq , to make a reconno.- 
tre of the same 

A boat put off from the citadel, bearmg the 
governor and suite, who were received on 
board with due hmor After an hvurs con- 
versation, we were invited on shore, and pro- 
ceeded to inspect the once powerful water 
batteries—now, alas in decay The splend d 
brass guns lay utheeded on the ground—a

A GREAT MIRACLE —NARRATIVE 
OF REUBEN BRINK WORTH 


On the 2d July, 1839, I entered on board 
the ‘Terror,’ Commodore Sir John Franklin 
being then about to set out ona voyage of 
discovery for a northwest passage to India 
Upon returning to England, we landed at 
Bermuda on the 16th of July, 1843, andin 
the afternoon of the same day a terrible thun- 
der storm occurred, 1m which I was suddenly 
deprived of my hearmg and speech At the 
same time five of my comrades, viz John 
Foams, William Collins, John Rogers, Rich- 
ard King, and William Simms, were sum- 
moned mto etermty I remamed insensuible 
fifteen days— perfectly unconscious of all 
that was passing around me, but upon the 
return of reason, came the dreadful convic- 
tion that Iwas deprived of two of my facul- 
ties I well remember the period, and shall 
for ever continue to do so—language cannot 
describe the awful sensations that pervaded 
my mind when I became fully sensible of the 
realty of my condition I will here remark, 
that the subject of religion had never troubled 
my mind, nor did the calamity I was called 
to suffer awaken any feeling akin toit, nev- 
ertheless I felt certam feelings of gratitude 
that I had notmet with the same fate as my 
more unfortunate companions, yet I must,to 
my shame, confess that 1t was not directed to 
the Great Disposer of all events, who could 
have taken my hfe as those of my compan- 
ions, had he willedit Butit was not his 
design [was spared, and am now a hving 
w tness <f his loyimg kundress to the nest a- 
bandoned sinners, 1t they wall turn and seek 
his face At that me I was about umeteen 
yearsold After remamung at Bermuda’ for 
about three weeks, we agam set sail for Eng- 
land, and reached Chatham on the 14th Dee 
I remamed there only fourteen days, after 
which I went to London, and, by the kind 
assistance of some gentlemen, cntered the 
deaf and dumb schoolin Old Kent Road, 
where I remained for ten weeks, but not lik- 
ing the confinement, and being from hore, I 
became dissatisfied and unhappy, and,to leave 
it,and accordmgly did so I then went to 
George Lock's, Oxford Arms, Silver street, 
Reading, with whom I lived eighteen months, 
supporting myself the whole of that period 
upon the wages I earned on board the Ter- 
ror, Tafterwards went to Rugby, not to re- 
main there, but on the way tomy mother at 
Stroud, Gloucestershire 

I will here relate a crrcumstance of cruelty 
of which I was made the sufferer bemg 
thirsty, I stepped into a public house to get 
somethmig to drink, there were pevilemen m 
the parlor, who, seeing ihat I was dumb, mo- 
tioned me to them, and put many questiunsin 
writing, whieh I answered in the same man- 
ner While Iwas thus being questioned,one 
of the men went out and brought in a police- 
man, who hauled me away to the Jock-up, in 
which place I was keptall that night, the next 
day and the following mght, and on the mor- 
ning of the second day, T was taken before a 
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magistrate, who ordered me to be taken te a 
doctor, where I underwent an operation,name- 
ly, having my tongue cut in two places he 


After became satisfied that I was both deaf and 


dumb, and thenI was discharged From the 
treatment I had received I was determined to 
go to another of the magistrates of thattown, 
to whom I related by writing what had trans- 
pred Hesaid very little to me, more than 
that he would write to London respecting 1t, 
and I have smece learned from a gentleman, 
that the magistrate who examined me, has 
been removed from his office I then contin- 
ued my journey to Stroud, which I reached 
withoutany other inconvenience, and remain- 
ed theretwodays I then went to Newport, 
Monmouthshire, and occupied my time mn 
teaching the deaf and dumb alphabet for a- 
bout three years, at the end of which I be- 
came acquainted with the Latter Day Saints 
At that time I was lodging at a public house, 
kept by James Durbin, sign of the Golden - 
Lion, Pentonville One or the customers of 
this house became acquainted with me and 
prevailed upon me to go to live with him and 
his brother, who was a member of the Latter 
Day Saint’s church There J first became 
acquainted with the doctrines taught by this 
people, by reading and by means of the finger 
alphabet I continued to investigate them 
for about three months, when I felt convinced 
ofthe truth of those doctrines which have 
since become so beneficial to my temporal 
and eternal welfare On the 22d Sept., I 
had been, bv means of the deaf and dumb al- 
phabet, conversing freely with some of the 
Sants, and had fully determined to be bap- 
tized that evening, thereiore I expressed my 
desire to receive the ordinance of baptism, 
and was taken tothe canal early on the mcr 
rung of the 23d, and Lantized ın the name cf 
the Father, Son,and Holy Ghost; and upon 
my head emerging from the water, I heard 
the voices of persons upon the towing pith, 
and this was the first sound I had heard siace 
my deprivation upon the island of Bermuda, 
111843 With my heanng came also my 
speech, and the first words that I uttered were 
—¢Thank the Lord, I can speak and hear a- 
gain aswellas any of you ° Iscarcely need 
state my own surprise at the moment, but 
such it was, and it appears marvellous in my 
own eyes, not that Godis possessed of such 
power, but that he should mamfest it in my 
behalf. Ihave much cause to praise him and 
glorify lis holy name, for mn chedicnce to lis 
divine commands, [notonly rc ccived the re- 
mission of my sins, which I csteem above all 
earthly bicssings, butalso the removal of my 
deafness and dumbness, and now I ean hear 
as distinclly and speak as fluently as I ever 
did, although I had been deprived of both 
these faculties, for upwerds of five years, not 
being able to hear the loudest noize, ar to use 
my tongue in speech
